such large numbers to uncontaminated herds Arriving: in southern 
Rwanda. The Rwandan veterinarian estimated |that about so f 000 
cattle are the optimum number for the carrying capacity! of the 
land in the northeast region. (The delegation observed a cow 
being slaughtered with very! low body fat, iridicatinh that the 
cattle in the area are Bevejrely underweight and generally 
parasitic. . .no leaiqns were! present indicating pleuropc eumonia 
nor were there signsl of hoojf and mouth disease.) Bitch of the 
herdsmen we talked With were aware of rinderpest, ontagious 
pleuropneumonia and (hoof anlct mouth disease (and lani Indies) . 

There is also the fear (not necessarily a major con:eri expressed 
by the Rwandan officials and certainly not by the hjrdnens) that 
these cattle will odah wildflifa to the eastern limits cf the 
National Park and irito Tanzania and will alWo cause competition 
for land that would (normally be used for growing crops. 
Environmental degradation will become a conqarn if kucJ large 
numbers remain in tqie limijted area. j J 

There have been casqs of hojof and mouth disease in jfche region. 
Although this disease has oj fairly low mortality race {between 
10-15%), cattle that contract the disease arje dying! ; bee ause they 
are already in a weakened spate due to lack of food an< water and 
the long trek from Uganda. ; Pleuropneumonia is a primary concern 
but has not yet emerged in jsignif leant numbers, signs or reports 
of rinderpest in Rwanda havje not been documented. Many of the 
cattle previously ii) Uganda were vaccinated for plebroyneumonia 
and rinderpest, but | not man^ of the cattle We observed had 
notched ears indicating they had been a part of the Ugtndan 
vaccination program?. Somej of the herdsman ]in Rwanda spray

Immediate needs in phe region include an organized (vaccination 
campaign against contagious pleuropneumonia] rinderpest and 
creation of market* ' for the sale of cattle. Evidently] many of 
the farmer* are willing to sail their cattld because they would 
rathar have the moony now tjhan face the poss ibility of losing 
their cattle to disease or {Starvation. Cattle are presently 
selling for 35,000 t 30,QO< FrRw a head (abdut 200 SrRw = $), 

The veterinarian in Myagattre and his staff believa there will be 
a high participation among herdsman to have thair ojattie 
vaccinated against pleuropx oumonia and rinderpest. Whon asked if 
any of the herds ape returning to Uganda th<> veterimar. .an said 
no. (Nota; The veterinarian from F AO/ Rome stated the: FAQ would 
be more than willing to provide additional 

pleuropneumoaia/ringerpeat vacoine .for the upcoming vaccination 
program funded by DART and administered by JlNS end' the Ministry 
of Agriculture. He thought that 200,000 donee migfct fill short 
of the amount needtd if cattle from Uganda continue to migrate 
south to Rwanda), the FAO I veterinarians alno dieoiBseg the 
necesuity ol placing trained veterinary personnel c t 
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slaughterhouses In order to help spot and prevent the 
introduction or re-introduction of rinderpest! and hoof ind mouth 
disease, the two most important epizootic diseases in the world. 

Land mines are still ja problem in the region and are' killing 
cattle more frequently than people, some cattle are al^o still 
being killed by lioni coning from the nationaf 1 park.
